WASHINGTON, D.’°C. (RNS) 
—The Peace Corps said here 
that some of its volunteers in 
Africa and Borneo are working 
in mission schools conducted by 
religious groups — but only be. 
cause there are-no other schools 
in which to teach. 

None of the Peace Corps 
workers are teaching religion, 
nor are they permitted to en- 
gage in religious work while sta- 
tioned at mission schools, a 
Peace Corps spokesman said. 
The Corps also insists that they 
be assigned to teaching posts 
without regard to personal relig- 
ious affiliation. 

This has resulted in a num- 
ber of Protestant volunteers

In his article Dr. Harmon compares Baptists and Meth- 
odists of the South.

“Southern Baptists are Jacksonville's (his city) primary 
depository of Protestant conservatism or fundamentalism. 
The Methodists, however, are a church in transition. They 
have been shifting theologically leftward for many years, 
and have become the South’s color guard for liberal Pro- 
testantism, also called modernism.”

The Pharisees and Herodians 
faced Jesus with a loaded 
question (Matt.~ 22:15-17). In- 
volved was their Messianic 
concept which forbade pay- 
ment of taxes to a pagan pow- 
er. To answer categorically 
either way would have involved 
| Jesus in trouble with the Rom- 
ans or the Jews. Jesus did 
neither (Matt. 22:18). The coin 
testified to the Jews’ subser- 
vience to and dependence upon 
the State (vv. 19-20).-They also 
recognized their relationship 
toward God. Jesus pointed out 
their obligations to both God 
and the State (v.21). Thus the 
basic . text on separation of 
church and state does not mean 
that the two have no relations 
whatever. Jesus recognized the 
existence, rights, and functions 
of. the state, (Matt. 22-15-21). 
The. early Christians in mis- 
sionary work utilized roads and 
sea lanes provided by the state 
(cf. Paul’s travels, Acts 13-16; 
27). On occasion Paul accept- 
ed or called for the protection 
of the state (Acts 18:27ff; 22:
